During the conference the other day be¬ 
tween a committee of the navy league 
ami Inspector Wthmu regarding the need' 
of more Instruction on the British navy 
iu the schools, the inspector announced 
hiiuadf a strong advocate of the organi¬ 
sation of school libraries. He (minted 
out thnt through the library the commit¬ 
tee could impress on the children the 
greatness of the navy aud what its main¬ 
tenance nt the highest grade of efficiency 
meant to the Empire. A large iiuiuInt 
of the achools In the interior towns, be 
said, were equipped with libraries, and 
he hoped Victoria would follow suit. Ho 
furnished each member of the deputation 
with a copy of a paper on school libraries 
read by Iriiu before tin- provincial Teach¬ 
ers* institute nt Uevclstoke. 

“Kuiiuent educators," he ways, “regard 
the library as nn essential part of the 
equipment of a school. Aud it is, there¬ 
fore. safe to repeat that a few shelves 
of book s—Well chosen, that is, some for 
entertainment and inspiration, others for 
information—and well used—come very 
near doubling the efficiency of n school. 
It is not to be wondered nt that children 
whose reading habits receive little culti¬ 
vation should have Uu love for books, at 
least'for those Isioks which are whole¬ 
some ami helpful. Nor. at this pojut, 
should we forget thnt the golden oppor¬ 
tunity to cultivate tin* taste for reading 
and to direct it into proper channels in 
afforded in the elementary schools. It 
has been found that commonly the desire 
To r««d become* strong abont eight years 
uf age. iucreases steadily to 10. then 
rapidly from 11 to II. mlmiuutiug about 
15, after which it often decliuea. The 
Lome. the school a nd the public nr school 
library, working in harmony, should be 
able to provide for. the child’s needs iu 
this matter." 

Inspector Wilson in his paper also r**- 
fers to the desirability of helpful co-. 
operation of the public library with , the 
Building Hociety. held public school, lie says “This, as you 
Yting nt the office of rknoxv, is possilde only in cities which
